DISCUSSION 

Ko JP'473, according to the Chinese Office action issued on 24 February 2006 in appUcant's 
Chinese patent application Serial No. 03164979.3, discloses that the rear face substrate 31 is 
provided with a plurality of barrier ribs 34 arranged along the perpendicular direction Y and a 
plurality of low barrier ribs 35 arranged to have an interval mutually along the horizontal direction 
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X. The discharge space 41 is formed between the low barrier rib 35 and the barrier rib 34 that are 
contiguous so that the height of the low barrier rib 35 is made lower than that of the height of the 
barrier rib 34 so as to apply whole phosphor 36 required for five faces of the discharge space 41 . By 
enlarging the operation voltage in the non-discharging space by using the low barrier rib 35, 
improper discharge can be avoided, and the dimension of the non-discharging space is reduced so 
that the area of the discharge space 41 is increased and brightness of luminescence and the contrast 
can be effectively enhanced. 

Morikawa JP'943, discloses that regions in a gridded cell forming barrier rib including 
parallel barrier ribs 3 and orthogonal barrier ribs 4 are defined as a plurality of cells. The plurality 
of cells are classified into a plurality of discharge cells 6 and a plurality of non-discharge cells 7 both 
arrayed staggeringly, and the non- discharge cells 7 are provided, in the middle, with a dividing 
barrier rib 5 as an auxiliary barrier rib traversing two parallel barrier ribs 3 in a direction parallel to 
the orthogonal barrier ribs 4. The dividing barrier ribs 5 have a structural characteristic of having a 
smaller burning shrinkage in a film thickness direction than the parallel barrier ribs 3 and the 
orthogonal barrier ribs 4, so that even when the parallel barrier ribs 3, the orthogonal barrier ribs 4 
and the dividing barrier ribs 5 are substantially formed to the same film thickness before a burning 
process, the dividing barrier ribs 5 are about several to ten micrometers higher than the parallel 
barrier ribs 3 and the orthogonal barrier ribs 4 after the burning process.
